Senator Gersiaw 
Writes 


One of the most outstanding per 
sons among the Indian population in 
Canada is Magistrate O. M, Martin, 
As a small boy on the reservation 
near Brantford he was chosen as one 
of the two boys who should be sent 
to Toronto to study law The council 
of the tribe undertook to pay the 
expenses out of the interest on th2 
maney belonging to the band. Tie 
department for some reason refused 
to sanction the expenditure and this 
was a great disappointment. Jim Moss 
the other boy wio was chosen was 
killed in action while flying over 
Germany as an officer in the Royal 
Air Force. 

Mr, Martin, ‘however, became a 
school teacher on the reserve. He has 
very decided views on the education 
of Indian children. He is strongly in 
favor of day schools rather than the j 
gesidenta] schools of the various 
religious denominations. {He says in 
the day schools the quiildren 
taught from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m,, but in’ 
the residental schools there is only 
school for half a day and the child- 
men are working on the farm or in 
the kitchen the rest of the time. Hoe 
is very much opposed to the paternal 
treament of Indians and particularly 
resentful of the domination of ihe 
average Indian agent. He thinks 
that all Indians should have the vote 
and be treated as Canadian citizens. 
He realizes that this change should 
be made gradually. He recalls that 
there was a time when it was com- 
monly believed that “the only good 
Indian was a dead Indian,” He says 
that opinion is no longer held and 
that the average Canadian now rea- 
lizes that the Indian is a human 
being. He was one of the most in- 
teresting of the witnesses appearing 
before the comittee’ and he urged 
that the new act that is being work. 
ed out will give the Indian tribes more 
responsibility and more contro] over 
their money so that they will grad. 
ually cease to be wards of the state. 
He said if the Indians were told that 
this change would be made say in 
five yeans that they would send more 
of their boys and girls to high schools 
to prepare them for the work of act-

Salvation Army 
Will Make Drive 
For Home Front 


All Salvation Army institutions un- 
der the direction of the ‘Women’s 
Social Department are operating at 
full capacity and many far beyond 
mormal capacity, according to Lt, 
Co] Hilda Aldridge head of the de 
partment, 

With demands constantly in excess 
of capacity, many of the institutions 
have long waiting lists, Costs for 
1945 of operation and Administration 
of the 29 institutions across Canada 
under her supervision were $1,746,- 
657.95. Much of this was met by 
revenue from the institutions Tho 
deficit was covered by funds raised 
by public subscription, 

This year’s total operating outlay 
will be substantially higher because 
of the increases in costs of commodi- 
ties, services, medical supplies and 
staffs, according to Miss Aldridge. 

In addition, women’s social service 
costs have been increased in recent 
years because of the genera] improv- 


* ing as Indian agents. He pointed out! mnt in the standard of living in Can- 


that native officers would have a 
more sympathetic understanding of 
the desires and hopes of these prima- 
tive people. He thought there should 
be more Indians in official] positions 
in the departments also, 

He was asked about the liquor sit: 
uation, His opinion was that the In- 
dians can get liquor almost anywhere 
from bootleggers. He said an Indian 
should be able to go into a store and 
purchase liquor. He said the fact 
that an Indian coyld mot get liquor 
legally brought him into contact with 
an undesirable element in towns and 
cities much to his disadvantage, 

His recomendations were that In- 
dians should be given better education, 
a better income and better homes, /f 
this did not enable them to make a 
good living they should be under the 
same conditions ' as other people 
aeross the country. He did not 
recognize any weakness among. the 
Indians. 

‘Whether we can * agree with the 
witness or not, his own record is a 
shining example of what can be done. 
Twenty-five years ago he left the re- 
perve and was enfranchised. ‘When 
war came he joined the army and 
worked his way sp a0 that he is now

for a traveller to fly between Eastern Canada and any capital in Europe in 
considerably less than twenty-four hours, The airplane has similarly 
lessened the distances over the vast stretches of the Pacific Ocean and 
has, indeed, almost overnight linked up countries and continents, and made 
us realize that there are few, if any remote places remaining in the world. 
In our effort to win the war, tremendous advances have been made in air- 
craft construction and flying technique, and these advances will have a pro- 
found effect on life in the years to come.

SOME SPECIAL CROPS 
Are Very Important And Contribute 
Greatly To Farm Income 
Many people think of Canadian 
crop production in terms of wheat, 
oats and barley. There are, however, 
a number of crops which occupy 
smaller areas but contribute substan- 
tially to cash farm income in those 
areas in which they are grown. These 
include tobacco, sugar beets, hybrid 
corn, soybeans, sunflowers, rape seed, 

honey and maple products. 

Sugar beets, for instance are 
grown in fairly well defined areas in 
four provinces but favorable condi- 
tions for production of this crop ex- 
ist in other large sections of the 
country. High labor requirements 
and competition from intensive crops 
restrict the area of the sugar beet 
crop.

CHINESE DELEGATION 
Has Been In Ottawa Studying 
Canada’s Post Office Methods 
| Representing the first Chinese pos- | 
tal delegation to visit Canada, four 
officials from the Director General of 
Posts of China, have been studying 
Canadian post office methods in Ot- 

tawa, 

The Chinese officials left China in 
| July, 1945, and spent six months in 
Washington and one month in New 
York studyig U.S. postal iimprove- 
ments before coming to Ottawa. The 
} delegation now are back in the 
United States where they will inspect 
postal facilities in Chicago and San 
Francisco before their return to! 
| China in September. 

The delegation are studying the 
American and Canadian postal sys- 
tems from the inner sanctum of the 
central organization to the outer- 
most fringes. Each official looks after 
a particular division, 

Fundamentally, the postal system 
of China is very similar to Canada's 
They make use of air mail, postal 
notes, money orders and postal sav- 
ings banks in the same way. Even 
j their mechanical equipment is much 
;the same, but their great difficulty 
jis the lack of sufficient equipment to 
cope with the huge amount of mail. 
Despite inflation in China postal 
rates have been little affected and 
now are on a par with Canada. 

Mr. Chang, who specializes in 
equipment and supplies, praised the 
;Canadian postal system for its eco- 
jnomic and efficient methods. 

“Canada, which manufactures more 

| paper than any country in the world, 
has the most effective way of con- 
serving paper in the post office that | 
; we've seen,” said Mr. Chang. 
The Chinese officials expressed 
|gratitude and appreciation for the 
| co-operation extended them by Cana- 
| dian postal authorities. Every op- 
, portunity was given them to make 
{a careful study of the Canadian sys- 
tem.

employees joining a labor union, 
Pickets from the union (100 had 
joined) plus an Italian Baptist mims- 
ter and a Lutheran minister appeared 
in front of the building.® Some 260 
were arrested; 100 of these were vet- 
erans of World ‘War I and II, 

(That sama day, the evening news- 
yaper—Times-Union—led off with an 
editorial fighting for labor’s right 
to organize, Clerical leaders of Pro- 
iestant, Catholic and Jewish organ- 
izations waited on the city manager 
and requested him to call in repre 
sentatives of tabor people and talk 
things over. The request was refused, 
The men reniained in jail, after good 
fascist methods—under “protective 
custody,” 

Then a corporation lawyer, of some 
influence, “stuck his neck out” for 
labor and laid the legal foundation 
for labor’s case before the public. 
Other forces took up the cudgels until 
the civic government backed down 
from its fascist attitude toward la- 
hor. Only one of the danger 
signs on the horizon, 

During the most severe labor un- 
rest in the U.S.A. the President and 
Congress passed the bill with restrric- 
tive measures of labor’s right to ga 
on strike, The Senate wisely refusca 
to make it law. : 

If labor’s rights of organization and 
strike go, then democracy is on the 
way out and the camel of totalitarian- 
ism has its head and shoulders in the 
tent already to take full possession. 

The most deplorable thing that 
could happen would be that continucd 
strikes should so arouse public feel- 
ing as to compel governments to 
enact restrictive legislation against 
labor which has such a large interest 
in our common economy. 

These domestic wars in industry 
can be as destructive as the total 
wars in international conflict, They 
can starve men, women and children 
and swallow up in a very short period 
the magre savings of half a life time 
of thrift. 

Some other way out of this paralys- 
ing effect of recurrent strikes should 
be found, based on mutual agreement, 
mot legislative measures. No one 
wants any further freedoms curbed 
by legislation, But the distance be- 
tween labor’s interests and owner- 
interests must be bridged,

CAREERS FOR WOMEN 
Of interst to young women who 
are considering the question of a 
aareer, is a study of the directory of 
personnel of the civi] service in Can- 
ada, 
There are, of course, thousands of 
clerks in the service, and these come 
and go—or remain doing a necessary 
job. But in this service also are, or 
have been women with special tratn- 
ing, doing good work along special 
lines, of whom little is known. 
There was recently, for instance, In 
the department of Externa] Affairs a 
young woman lawyer, acting as junior 
legal ‘advisor. 
With the Justice Department is 
also a young woman lawyer and 
others are working as solicitors in the 
Department of National Revenue. 

With Mines and Resources, in tha 
forest products division a woman is 
doing the workin timber pathology 
and another in the same department 
is engaged in fossil research.

Lethbridge Experimental Station 

Thiia the season of the year when 
the mighty mite gets in his hardest 
licks at poultry of all ages, The mit¢ 
essentially a warm season predator on 
poultry and though a very small in- 
dividual, difficult to see, can do un- 
told damage when he gangs up with 
numerous pale. 

The most common mite in this area 
is the red mite which actually is red 
only after a full feed of blood. , This 
blood he obtains in the dark of night 
by sneaking up on the unsuspecting} 
sleeping bird, puncturing the’ skin 
and then gorging himself on the warm 
red life giving blood. Then as day- 
light returns he silently makes hia 
way back to his darkened hideout to 
epend the daylight hours in satisfied 
lumber and pleasant dreams of 
further forays. 

Undoubtedly most farm poultry 
houses harbor gonte mites and if the 
infestation is heavy serious damage
